Sir Henry Buckland, Managing 
Director of the Palace, its various 
exhibits and numerous auditoriums, 
declared that in his opinion the 
fire started from a gas explosion. 
He based his opinion on the rapid 
spread of the flawies. 

The great dome, vullt entirely of 
Metal and glass, crashed in a blaz 
ing inferno after the fire wes. dis- 
covered throwing sparks and 
flames 600 feet high. Firefighters 
strove to prevent the conflarration 
from spreading to neighboring 
buildings and homes. 

Flames Visible 50 Miles 

The flames threw a luminous pall 
over the entire capital and were 
visible almost’50 miles. London’e
